Although Floyd Woodward, the 
self-confessed slayer of Edward 
Mills, was granted his freedom by 
the coroner's jury on Friday, Solici- 
tor John A. Boykin will today begin 
a fresh investigation of the shoot- 
ing. Following the acquittal of 
Woodward, relatives of the slain 
man met in the solicitor’s office 
where a lengthy conference was 
held. : 

Solicitor Boykin at a late hour 
Friday night said he did not know 
what the outcome of the special in- 
vestigation might bring out, as he 
has been too busy trying other cases 
to familiarize himself with the facts 
leading to the killing. 

Just twenty-four hours after he 
surrendered himself to the police 
as the slayer of his former friend 
and pal, Woodward was a free man, 
as his claim of self-defense was 
taken by the coroner’s jury as suf- 
ficlent cause to shoot. : 


Body Taken te Home. 

The body of the victim was moved 
to his home last night at 295 Simp- 
son street from Poole’s undertaking 
establishment, where the inquest 
was held. Funeral services which 
will be private will take place at 3 
o’clockse Saturday afternoon and in- 
terment will follow in Oakland cem- 


etery. 


Mrs. Myrtle Mills, of Memphis, 
Tenn., widow of the slain man, ar- 
rived in Atlanta on Friday night. 


' She viewed the body of her hus- 


band and fainted as’ soon as she 
reached \the home of Mills’ parents. 
A physician was called and he has 
ordered her to bed. 

Mrs. W. F. Mills, mother of the 
victim, has been under the constant 
care of physicians since she was 
told of the death of her son. Her 
husband declared that neither his 
wife nor the widow will be able to 
attend the funeral services. 

W. F. Mills, when called over the 
phone at his home last night, said 
that he did not know what action 
the family would take over the 
death of their son and the acquittal 
of his slayer. He added, however, 
that the matter was by no means 
at an end, but that no definite ac- 
tion would be taken until after the 
funeral. 


Defends His Son. 


“T have not left the house since 
the time of the murder,” declared 
Mr. Mills. “The character of my 
boy has been painted black with- 
out even an investigation. Those 
who knew him learned to love him 
and many things which were told 
bore no semblance of truth. I would 
appreciate a full investigation of 
his career and the facts that led up 
to the shooting. 

“Will you deny the fact that an- 
other warrant will be sworn out 
against Woodward?” was a question 
asked of Mr. Mills. 

“No, I will not deny the fact; 
neither will I say that this action 
will be followed. Something must 
be done, however, and I will take 
counsel and decide as to what steps 
are best to take.” 

When asked for an opinion on the 
acquittal of Woodward, Solicitor 
Boykin said: “I am not acquainted 
with the facts in the case. My de- 
tectives did not investigate the 
shooting and we have no other evi- 
dence than submitted to the cor- 
oner’s court by the city detectives. 
T will have a thorough investica- 
tion made which will decide what 
action will be taken.”

Wilson Engaged 
In Direct Parley 
WiththeGermans 


Wireless Specialist Tells 
How the President Broke 
Diplomatic Precedent 
and Sent His Messages 
to Berlin. 


New York, April 4.—The story of 
how President Wilson hroke diplo- 
matic precedent on October 20, 1918, 
by direct parley with the Germans, 
was told heer today by C. M. Rip- 
ley, a wireless specialist of the Gen- 
eral Electric company. te duns 

It was exactly at noon on Octo- 
ber 20, Mr. Ripley said, when an 
Operator in the naval wireless sta- 
tion at New Brunswick § startled 
American and allied government 
wireless operators with the call: 

“Poz-poz-Poz-De NFF.” 

Translated, the call meant that 
“NEFF,” the New Brunswick station, 
was calling ‘‘Poz,” the German gov- 


ernment wireless station at Nauen. 

Visions of daring treachery on 
the part of some naval wireless op- 
erator or equally daring German spy 
operations, Mr. Ripley imagines, 
flitted through the minds of opera- 
tors who were not “on the inside” 
of President Wilson's plan. 

Almost immediately there flashed 
back from the Nauen station the 
patronizing comment: “Your signals 
are fine, old man.” 

Then the New Brunswick operator 
began sending President Wilson’s 
first message to the German people, 
couched in plain, terse English, and 
informing them that no peace ne- 
gotiations could be considered until 
William Hohenzollern had stepped 
down,.and out. From that time unti 
the signing of the armistice, Mr. 
Ripley said, the president maintain- 
ed direct wireless communication 
with Germany, couching all his mes- 
sages in plain English, which the 
allied governments could pick up by 
wireless and giving the texts to the 
American public as soon as the mes- 
sages had been sent.

Bulletin on Condition. 

| <A bulletin concerning President 
Wilson’s condition was issued at 6 
o'clock this evening. It says: 

“President Wilson's condition is 
virtually unchanged, but he had a 
comfortable day and secured needed 
rest.” 

Were it not for the fact that the 
president had been under a terrific 
strain and deprived of his usual] 
amount of exercise, his illness would 
be the cause of little worry. 

Since his return the president’s 
work has been enormous and he 
has been unable to secure more than 
an occasional walk at odd intervals 
either with Mrs. Wilson or Rear 
Admiral Grayson. -Golf has been 
dropped from his schedule, and an 
automobile riage now and then about 


the city has been the president’s 
only form of recreation, in addition 
to the short walks. 

Rear Admiral Grayson has been 
constantly on the alert watching 
the president for signs of a break- 
down, especially since the two days 
on board ship when the president 
was slightly fll. 

Other physi¢ians have not been 
called in for consultution, and up 
to midday Friday the services of no 
trained nurses had been solicited, 
but Mrs. Wilson has been always 
within reach of her husband, doing 
practical work and assisting in the 
care for him. 

Rear Admiral Grayson is always 
nearby the president. His treatment 
for the patient for the most Part 
consists of the requirement of abso- 
lute quiet and rest. 

Appetite Is Geod. 

The president's appetite today was 
good, but at luncheon he was lim- 
je ate to oyster soup and.a light en- 
ree. 

The American executive, however, 
is sick enough to make him not 
care to read. He appears to be qauite 
content to rest, and sleeps lightly 
from time to time. 

After the forenoon’ session of the 
council today the members on de- 
parting renewed their wishes for 
the rapid recovery of President WIl- 
son. 

While Admiral Grayson hopes to 
break up the cold within a short 
time, he made no prediction himself 
as to its probable duration. The 
president has a fair degree of fever, 
although just what his temperature 
is has not been revealed. 


Except on questions of the great- i. 


est importance no one is permitted 
to enter the president’s room. Mem- 
bers of the supreme council and 
representatives of ‘other govern- 
ments sent solicitous inquiries to 
the “white house” regarding the 
president’s condition. 

While the premiers of the allied 
governments and Colonel House, 
representing the president, con- 
ferred in a room on the same floor 
and within less than twenty yards 
of that of the patient;/*no effort was 
made to communicate with him re- 
garding any of the phases of the 
discussions. 

Wilson Could Hardly Talk. 

King Albert, of Belgium, who met 
with the council of four at its fore- 
noon session, sent to the president 
an official expression of regret at 
his indispotion. When the king. 
talked with the president yesterday, 
the president appeared to be well. 
The president himself did not appear 
to feel a warning of the approach- 
ing illness. It was during the lat- 
ter part of his meeting with Pre- 
miers,Clemenceau and Lloyd-George 
that fhe cold developed. The presi- 
dent’s voice began to grow husky 
enough to cause comment from the 
premiers before the adjournment of 
the conference. 

After 6 o’clock the president’s 
condition became such that he could 
scarcely talk. Dr. Grayson saw him 
immediately after the conference 
adjourned and ordered him to bed. 

Members of the president’s house- 
hold, his friends and newspaper cor- 
respondents were advised of his 
condition, but in the hope that a 
night’s rest would bring definite 
improvement, the correspondents 
were requested not to make public 
what was regarded as only a slight 
indisposition. 


SOLDIER-HUSBAND 


KILLED IN KRANCE, 
WIDOW GETS MEDAL 


Baltimore, April 4.—As a token 
for the supreme gallantry that cost 


her soldier-husband his life, Mrs. 
Hythron Johnston Costin, the 
young widow of Private Hengy Gil- 
bert Costin, was presented.the con- 
gressional medal of honor by Major 
General Beaumont Bonaparte Buck 
in the blueroom of the Belvedere 
hotel her today. 

General Buck eulogized the fallen 
hero, his action in wiping out an 
enemy machine gun nest in an” 
gonne advance October 8, 1918, 
which caused his death, and the no- 
table courage of the young soldier 
in continuing the attack after he 
had been wounded, firing at the 
enemy until he succumbed. 

As General Buck presented the 
medal to Mrs. Costin he read Gen- 
eral Pershing’s citation of the sol- 
mot 7 hy bravery and, in concluding, 
said: 

“May this be a solace to you in 
your bereavement and a cherished 
token in the memory of your brave 
husband.” 

Among those present, all of whom 
warmly shook the hand of the 
hero’s widow, were: Miss Agnes B. 
Wilson, daughter of Secretary of 
Labor Wilson; Governor Harring- 
ton; Major Henry A. Barret, of the 
115th infantry, with which Private 
Costin fought, and a number of oth- 
ers. General Buck’s staff also at- 
tended. 

After the presentation, Governor 
Harrington paid a glowing tribute 
to Costin as one of the bravest

APPEAL TO WILSON 
MADE BY GERMANS 


Ethical, Philosophical and 
Religious Societies Warn 
President Against Dis- 
regard of His Principles. 


Berlin, April 4.—Leading ethical, 
philosophical and religious societies 
of Germany have addressed an ap- 
peal to President Wilson, giving 
warning against a disregard of prin- 
ciples to which Mr. Wilson has 
pledged himself which, they claim, 
induced Germany -tq lay down ber 
arms. The appeal @eclarés that if 
the Germans are driven to despera- 
tion, they would rather become Bol- 
sheviki than slaves,” and charges 
the Czechs and Poles with antici- 
pating the conclusions of the peace 
conference and violating the Wil- 
sonian principles. It says the al- 
lies are “not only condoning the acts 
of the Czechs and Poles, but are 
supporting those nations.” 

It is maintained the allies pro- 
voked anarchistic conditions in Ger- 
many by refusing to relax the 
blockade. 

In discussing the possibility of a 
revival of militarism, the appeal 
says: 

“Only one thing could again weld 
the Germans of every state into a 


warlike power—the continuation of 
the policy of hate and annihilation 
med has been pursued by the al- 
ies,”’ 

Mr. Wilson is warned that the 
United States, “with its great pri- 
vate fortunes and Dillion dollar 
trusts,” is a “fertile field for com- 
munism,” and it is suggested that 
wealthy Americans “had better sup- 
port the league of nations.”

REPORTED VERY SMALL 


Precarious Situation of 
Allied Forces Forcibly 
Brought to Attention of 
Peace Conference — No 


Hope of Getting Troops 
Out Before May. | 


London, April 4.—The Bolshevik | 
delivered an attack on the Arch- | 
angel front without artillery prep- 
aration during the last 48 hours, 
but were beaten off with a fair 
amount of losses, according to news 
received here. The allied losses 
were slight. The.attack occurred’ 
at Bolshoia Ozera., 

The Bolsheviki in attacks east of 
Bolshoia Ozera were defeated by 
times on 
March 31 and once on April l, ac- 
cording to an official statement 
issued today on operations in North 
Russia. 

The losses of the enemy were 
considerable, while the allied cas- 
ualties were slight, the statement 
adds. 

The text of the communication 
follows: 

“On March 31 the Bolsheviki four 
times attacked in strength our posi- 
tions east of Bolshoia Ozera and 
again on April 1, when they also at- 
tacked along the railway. All the 
attacks were defeated. 

“Our troops showed great gal- 
lantry and steadiness. Our losses 
were slight, byt the enemy losses 
were considerable. A regimental 
commissary who was taken pris- 
oner said that the attacks were 
meant to be decisive. It is expected 
that the attacks will continue while 
the snow lasts, but there are signs 
of a. thaw.”’..... * 

Beolshcvilerbosases: Heavy. 

After the Bolshevfki had held a 
position for several hours astride the 
road between Bolshoia Ozera and 
Odozerskaia on Sunday afternoon, 
they were driven out and it is re- 
ported by prisoners that their losses 
were extremely heavy.

General Marushevsky, commander 
of the Russian anti-Bolshevik forces 
in northern Russia, startled Arch- 
angel] today with an unusual proc- 
lamation intended to call the bluff 
of Bolshevik sympathizers in this 
territory. ‘tne general offered them 
a choice of safe conduct to the Bol- 
shevik lines up to April 10 on writ- 
ten application, with the alternative 
of trial by military, court if found 
within the military zone after 
April 10. 

ALLIES CONSIDER 
RUSSIAN SITUATION. 

Paris, April 4.—The situation in 
the Archangel region in northern 
Russia has been forcibly brought 
to the attention of the peace con- 
ference by the publication in Paris 
of the British statement that the 
troops in the Murmansk and Arch- 
angel districts were in danger of 
extermination unless they were 
speedily reinforced. Brigadier Gen- 
eral W. P. Richardson, U. S. Aw is 
on his way to take command,of the 
American forces in north Russia 
and is expected to reach Murmansk 
with 200 soldiers in a few days. 

There is apparently no change, 
however, in the avowed intention to 
take the American troops out of the 
region at the earliest possible date. 

General Tasker H. Bliss and oth- 
er American representatives here, 
while admitting the mee Ogg of the 
situation, are incline to believe 
that the troops at distant outposts 
can retreat if necessary before an 
advance by the Bolsheviki, as ar- 
mored trains are available for all 
the Americans in the region south 
of Archangel and Murmansk. 

Relief of Archangel from the sea 
probably will not be possible be- 
fore the end of May because of the 
ice, but the forces in the city are 
well equipped with artillery and 
ammunition. There is no direct 
communication at present by either 
land or sea between Murmans kand 
Archangel, Murmansk, however, 
can be relieved immediately from 
the sea. 

The feeling in American circles 
here is that the British sti*ement 
possibly over emphasizes the grav- 
ity of the situation because of the 
desire to send large reinforcements 
and, perhaps, because there may be 
an announcement. soon of the al- 
lied policy toward the Bolsheviki. 


Announcement was made in Lon- 
don on March 28 that Brigadier 
General Richardson, an experienced 
railway builder in Alaska, would 
leave London on April 1 to take 
command of the American forces 
near Archangel. He was accompa- 
nied by a detachment of troops 
mostly engineers, all of whom had

According to Methodist 
Bishop McMurry—He 
Says Peace Congress 
Must End ‘‘Rascality of 
Japan.” 


Memphis, April 4.—The course of 
the Japanese government, “pagan- 
istic and imperialistic,” is tending to 
overthrow the peace of the Orient 
and therefore of the world, Bishop 
Wm. T. McMurry, of St. Louis, who 
has just returned from China, Japan 
and Korea, where he conducted mis- 
sion conferences, told the Woman’s 


Episcopal church, south, in an ad- 
dress tonight. If the peace confer- 
ence adjourns without taking steps 
to end the “rascality” of Japan, the 
bishop asserted while discussing 
conditions in Korea, it would not 
have taken all the steps necessary 
to insure the peace of the world. 

Korea, the “land of broken 
hearts,” he declared, is virtually 
unanimous in its. opposition to Jap- 
anese control, but the revolution, he 
believes, is practically hopeless be- 
cause of the “iron heel” policy of 
that government. Methodist 
churches and schools, he said, are 
invaded constantly by Japanese se- 
cret service agents, who seek to 
dictate their policies. From his en- 
try into the country, he added, he 
was hounded and frequently ques- 
tioned by these agents. 

Bishop John M. Moore, of Nash- 
ville, who has had charge of 
Methodist conference in  Latin- 
America and recently returned to 
this country, was too ill tonight to 
deliver his scheduled address. 

Tomorrow's sessions will be 
marked by the report of the com- 
mittee on women’s laity rights.

King AI- 
bert has been in Paris for the past 
three days, and in numerous con- 
ferences with the representatives of 
the great powers he has outlined 
the needs of his country and told 
of the steps that must be taken im- 
mediately if Belgium is to be re« 
stored. 

King Albert has had long conver- 
sations with President Wilson, Colo- 
nel Edward M. House, Premier 
Clemenceau and David Lloyd- 
George. These conversations Jed up 
to his appearance before the coun- 
cil of four today. 

A member of the Belgian peace 
delegation told the Associated Press 
today that, shorn of all its diplo- 
matic niceties, what King Albert 
told the council might be sum- 
marized thus: 

“The time of promises has passed. 
If Belgium is to live, the council 
must act.” 

What Belgium Wants. 

The Associated Press igs able to 
state that three questions of vital 
immediate importance to the re« 
establishment of Belgium, financial- 
ly, economically and _ politically, 
were discussed. The first question 
was the immediate advance to Bel- 
gium of about ten billion franes; 
the second, the exportation to Bel- 
gium from England and the United 
States of raw materials, and the 
third, the cession to Belgium of the 


left bank of the L’Escaut river and 
the Lemberg peninsula.

| Washington, April 4.—Members of 
| the special mission of the Philip- 
| pine legislature here seeking imme- 
| diate independence for the islands, 
| were told today by Secretary Baker 
that he spoke President Wilson's 
-mind when he said he believed the 
time had come to grant the com- 
plete independence desired by the 
Filipino people.

The war secretary also said he 


believed the mission would be able 
to carry home word that the Amer- 
ican people loved liberty too dearly 
to deny it to others. 

Francis Burton Harrison, gov- 


ernor general of the Philippines, 
| followed Mr. Baker with the state- 
ment that his experience in the is- 
lands had convinced him that the 


President Wilson's letter, addressed 


to/ him under date of March 3. It 
was as follows: 

“Will you please express to the 
gentlemen of the commission repre- 
senting the Philippine legislature 


my regret that I shall be unable to 
see them personally on their arrival 
in Washington, as well as my hope 
that their mission will be a source 
of satisfaction to them and that it 
will result in bringing about the 
desirable ends set forth in the joint 
resolution of the legislature approv- 
ing the sending of the commission 
to the United States. 

“I have been deeply gratified with 
the constant support and encourag2- 
ment received from the Filipino peo- 
ple and from the Philippine legis- 
lature in the trying period through 
which we are passing. The people 
of the United States have, with rea- 
son, taken the deepest pride in the 
loyalty and support of the Filipino 
people. 

“Though unable to meet the com- 
mission, the Filipino people shall 
not be absent from my thoughts. 
Not the least important labor of the 
conference which now requires my 
attention is that of making the 
pathway of the weaker people of 
the world less perilous—a labor 
which should be, and doubtless is, 
of deepest and abiding interest to 
the Filipino people. 

“IT am sorry that I cannot look 
into the faces of the gentlemen of 
this mission of the Philippine 
Islands and tell them all that I 
have in mind and heart as I think 
of the patient labor, with the end 
almost in sight, undertaken by the 
American and Filipino people for 
their permanent benefit. I know, 
however, that your sentiments are 
mine in this regard, and that you 
will translate it truly to them my 
own feeling.”

“Let us unite in thanking God 
for those, our brothers of the great 
American republic, who have laid 
down their lives in a sacred and 
righteous cause. Their deaths are 
sealed by an unwritten, but invio- 
lable covenant, our common brother- 
hood. Their deaths have laid en- 
during foundations of the hopes of 
the world for a future peace. 

“For their sakes, we raise this 
day our proud thanksgiving in this 
great abbey, which enshrines the il- 
lustrous dust of English-speaking 
peoples. Let us render humble and 
joyful praise to Almighty God that 
in response to the clarion call of 
freedom and justice the two com- 
monwealths have not divided, nor 
have the brothers of America laid 
down their lives in vain. ... 

“May America and Great Britain 
go forward charged with the privi- 
lege of the common stewardship of 
the liberties of mankind.”

Italian Transport Umbria, 
Carrying 2,000 Soldiers, 
Sunk by Mine—Several 
Killed and 100 Injured. 


Paris, April 4.—The Italian trans- 
port Umbria, with 2,000 officers and 
soldiers on board bound from Ven- 
ice to Tripoli, has struck a mine 
and sunk, according to advices from 
Bari, Italy, quoting a newspaper of 


that city. . Several on board were 
killed and 100 injured. 


The Umbria was a vessel of 5,020 
ons gross, built at Livorno in 1902 
and owned in Venice. She was at 
Naples in December last but has not 
since been reported in shipping reg- 
sters. 


BUILDING IN MACON 


STOPPED BY STRIKE 


Macon, Ga., April 4.—(Special.)— 
The end of the strike of the car- 
penters and joiners does not appear 
to be in sight, both sides standing 
firm and refusing to make conces- 
sions. More than 500 men have laid 
down their tools and work on build- 
ings throughout the city where 
union men have been employed is 
at a standstill, this despite the fact 
that the demand for houses far ex- 
ceeds the supply. 

The strike was precipitated when 
the contractors, without consulting 
the union men, promulgated a new 
scale of wages on a graduated basis, 
the highest wages being paid to the 
best workmen and the others ac- 
cording to their ability. The car- 

enters and joiners, backed by the 

ricklayers and the organization of 

common laborers, refused to accept 
the new scale and pronounced it 
nothing less than impertinencsg that 
the contractors should put a new 
scale into effect without consulting 
them. They drew up a scale of their 
own and presented it to the con- 
tractors, but only a few agreed to 
sign it. Some of the contractors 
have secured non-union labor and 
are carrying on their work in a lim- 
ited manner, but the majority of the 
building jobs have been completely 
tied up. The strike has now been 
in progress for three weeks. 


Hall Still Laid Up. 

Macon, Gua., April 4.—(Special.)— 
“Uncle” Joe Hill Hall, who repre- 
sented Bibb county in the general 
assembly for sixteen years, is still 
at the Macon hospital, where he has 
been for several weeks suffering 
from a fractured leg, sustained when 
he slipped and fell on the floor of 
his office. There is probably no 
batter known man in Georgia than 
Joe Hill Hall, and friends throughout 
the state have been solicitous as to 
his condition. It was stated at the 
hospital today that he is getting 
along nicely, but it will be some 
time yet before he is able to get 
around again. 

Mr. Hall did not seek re-election to 
the legislature at tha last election, 
but was a candidate for attorney 
general, being defeated by Clifford 
Walker. 


Big Bank Suit. ; 

Macon, Ga. April 4.—(Special.) 
A recess has been ordered in the 
hearing of the case of the American 
National bank against the stock- 
holders of the old’ Commercial Na- 
tional bank, in which the Ameri- 
can National bank is suing for 
$300,000, or an amount equal to the 
capital stock of the Commercial Na- 
tional bank. Between now and the 
early part of May the books of the 
Commercial bank will be audited 
at the request of the defendant 
stockholders, after which J. N. Tal- 
ley, special master, will proceed 
with the hearing. 

The case has been in the courts 
for several years, the suit follow- 
ing the_liquidating of the affairs 
of the Commercial National bank, 
At the time that bank became in- 
volved in a financial way, the Amer- 
ican National bank came to the res- 
cue and took over the assets and as- 
sumed the liabilities. All of the 
depositors were paid dollar for dol- 
lar but the American National bank 
claims it lacked $300,000 of realizing 
enough from the bank’s assets to 
pay its debts. Under the national 
banking law stockholders of a bank 
are liable for double the amount of 
the stock they hold and the suit ts 
brought to recover this amount. 

The case hinges on wehther the 
American National bank purchased 
outright the assets of the Commer- 
eial National bank or whether it 
simply acted as liquidating agent. 
The defendants claim the former 
was the ca8e and that their lability 
ended with the sale. 

The case was tried once before 
and Judge Beverly D. Evans @e- 
cided in favor of the defendants. 
The circuit court of appeals, how- 
ever, set the ruling aside and re- 
instated the case. The record now 
includes hundreds of pages of tes- 
timony' and more than thirty law- 
yers are employed. It will probably 
be mid-summer before the special 
master is ready to make his report 
to the court.

CONGRESS IS ASKED 
TO ASSIST SOLDIERS 


Memphis, Tenn., April 4.—Resolu- 
tions asking congress to provide 
legislation to assist returning sol- 
diers and sailors to obtain land were 
adopted at the closing session here 
today of the conference of agricul- 
tural and industrial officials of rail- 
roads from all parts of the south. 
In addition, states were asked to aid 
in publicity campaigns to induce 
home-seekerg to settle on farms and 
communities and county agricultural 
agents were urged to ascertain the 
needs of new settlers and assist 
them by providing information as 
to proper farming methods.

AMENDMENTS URGED 
TO LEAGUE COVENANT 


New York, April 4.—Suggestions 
for six amendments to the league 
of nations covenant have been 
cabled to the peace conference by 
the League of Free Nations associa- 
tion, it was announced at headquar- 
ters of that organization here to- 
night. 

One of the suggestions called for 
modification of the covenant ‘‘to 
provide definitely for the entrance 
of Russia and Germany into the 
executive council, dependent upon 
the maintenance of democratic and 
stable governments.” Others were: 

Amendment of article 2 to provide 
for ‘‘an adequate and democratic 
representation in the body of dele- 
gates of the different political 
groups within the’ various” states 
members of the league.” 

Amendment of article 7, to admit 
of increases in the league’s mem- 
bership ‘‘without resort to amend- 
ment of the covenant.” 

Addition to article 11, which 
makes it “friendly right” for every 
league member to inform the league 
of circumstances threatening to dis- 
turb international peace of a clause 
prohibiting “oppression or persecu- 
tion of racial, religious or cultural 
minorities of any state.” 

Addition to article 23, which pro- 
vides for public registration of all 
treaties, of a clause requiring ‘‘pub- 
lic and open sittings” of all of the 
league's agencies and making all 
records of the league open for pub- 
lic inspection. 

Modification of article 26, ‘“‘so as 
to make amendments to the cove- 
nant easier.’

Willing for Polish Troops 
to Be Landed if Entente 
Will Furnish Guarantees 
for Their Good Behavior. 


Berlin, April 4—The government 
today informed the party leaders 
that the Polish General Haller’s 
troops might be landed in Danzig 
if the entente would furnish guar- 
antees for their good behavior. 

This was the subject of a fresh 
confereace between Marshal Foch 
and Mathias Erzberger Thursday 
evening. 

A more optimistic feeling prevails 
today that the question can be set- 
tled amicably. 


The allied powers have cemanded 
that the three divisions of the Pol- 
ish troops in France under General 
Haller be permitted to go to Poland 
through the port of Danzig, now 
held by the Germans. The refusal 
of the Germans to meet this demand 
resulted in the conference at Spa 
between Marshal Foch and Herr 
Erzberger. Earlier the Germans 
had offered several ports in Eas\ 
Prussia and Pomerania for the use 
of the Poles. 

The German attitude has been 
that if Polish troops were landed at 
Danzig there might be clashes with 
the population. There has also 
been some fear in Berlin that the 
Poles might remain in Danzig which 
is claimed by Poland as its outlet 
to the’ Baltic. 

Announcement was made in Paris 
early this week that the ships ta 
carry the Poles to Danzig were 
ready for the voyage.

But how about the time when she 
Witl have to preside over her vwn 
household? What can she do to re- 
gain this loss of experience? Only 
by a careful and conscientious study 
of true and well-known methods 
that will guarantee success can she 
now hope to obtain this knowledge. 
Truly there is no royal road to suc- 
cessiui cookery. 

If one would be successful in 
maintaining the home commissary 
department, it will be found that a 
knowledge of foods and their values 
is necessary. Also the chemical 
change that takes place in the prep- 
aretion and cooking of foods, con- 
serving food for future use com- 
kined with careful and conservative 
purchasing; how to utilize what is at 
hand, permitting no waste and using 
up-to-date methods that can be de- 
pended upon to give satisfactory re- 
sults. 

The woman who has this knowl- 
edge at her fingertips, if reverses 
overtake her, can cheerfully put her 
shoulder to the wheel and provide 
herself and her family with main- 
tenance. There is not an occupa- 
tion open to women that will give 
better financial returns, regardless of 
age, than the professional cook or 
caterer. 

Do not make the mistake of cook- 
ing large quantities of food at one 
time, only to find because of mois- 
ture used in the cooking and the 
lack of a sufficiently large piece of 
ice that the food has started to mold 
or turn sour. Cook only what can 
be conveniently used each day. “are- 
ful preparation of well-cooked and 
nicely served food will do more to 
promote good digestion than a shop- 
fui of tonics. 

Nature is a wonderful chemist, 
and in order to derive the maxi- 
mum benefits from our food we 
should drink between seven and eight 
glasses of water every twenty-fo'r 
hours. This does not include the 
beverage taken with the meals. 

In order to further facilitate a 
general flushing of the entire sys- 
tem and to remove the poisonous 
substance, drink freely of water upon 
rising in the morning and just be- 
fore retiring at night. Eat plenty 
of fresh fruit and green vegetables. 
These fruits and vegetables have a 
high water content and valuable 
mineral salts which cool and 
cleanses the blood stream. 

The purest form of water is found 
in fruits. Thev also add to the diet 
the essential bulk which sweeps a:: 
cleans the digestive tract. 

Drinking water at the very be- 
ginning of a meal acts as a stimu- 
lant. It starts the digestive juice 
flowing and, therefore, when the 
food reaches the stomach the prcc- 
ess of Gigestion begins immediatcty. 
Clear soups also act as stimulants 
for the same reason and purpose. 

Cereal flours contain valuable 
mineral elements and the bulk nec- 
essary for good digestion. While 
they are lacking in the protein to 
complete a balanced ration, this can 
be easily overcome by using other 
foods that have a high percentage 
of necessary body-building food ele- 
ment. 

Weight of Cercals. 
Oatmeal, three ounces per cup. 
Rice, eight ounces per cup. 
Cornmeal, four ounces per cup. 
Hominy, six ounces per cup. 
Barley, four ounces per cup. 

A diet of cereals, fresh vegetables, 
fruits, milk, eggs and cheese will 
provide ample nutriment for the 
man doing hard, laborious work. 
The office worker, whose lack of 
physical exercise makes him a cau- 
tious eater, will also find that this 
diet is an aid to efficiency. 

Generally speaking, the American 
or creamery store cheese sells at 
the same price per pound as the 
medium cuts of meat. Cheese is a 
highly concentrated food, which is 
rich in both protein and fat. When 
it is prepared with other foods that 
contain sufficient bulk it provides 
an attractive economical unit of 
food. 

Raisins, dates, figs, yolks of eggs, 
spinach, lettuce, celery, string beans 
are foods that are rich in iron and 
they may be eaten freely during the 
spring and summer. 

Use Plenry of Potatocs,. 
Potatoes may be made into many 
attractive dishes, and if shoestring 
potatoes are served in place of bread 
at the evening meal the family will 
really enjoy them. Trv serving po- 
tato salad made this way.

Marketing witha well-filled purse 
for a family which desires good food 
and has the wherewithal to pay for 
it is an easy task and one that al- | 
most any one who is familiar with | 
food products can accomplish suc- 
cessfully. 

But when the amount of money to 
be spent for food supplies is limited, 
it is most essential that the house- 
wife buy in an economical manner 
if a desirable and attractive menu 
is to supply the family with the prop- 
er nutrition. The housewife should 
acquaint herself with the various 
brands of canned foods, cut of meat 
and have the ability to recognize 
the storage fish and poultry. Order- 
ing the food by phone or by send- 
ing the child for it will give poor 
returns. Slip on your coat and hat 


and personally visit the market. You 
will be surprised at the results. 
You will not only obtain greater) 
value for your money spent, but also | 
you will get an accurate knowledge | 
of the food supply. Then again, it | 
is quite a different matter whether 
you will call the storekeeper on the 
phone and order a steak, roast or 
chops or have the meat you want. 
cut and weighed before your eyes. | 
Both you and the storekeeper know | 
that he would trim the meat closer 
if you were present, for no woman | 
wants an excess of bone or fat. 

Besides this, you would insist on ' 
all the trimmings and perhaps an | 
additional piece of bone coming 
home for the stock pot. The vege- | 
table and produce purveyor would 
naturally expect you to object to. 
his selling apples and potatoes un-' 
you would expect the vegetables to | 
be uniform in size for the best re- | 
sults in cooking. | 

Then again, if the price of any | 
article wanted was high because of | 
searcity, you would naturally sub- | 
stitute something else in the place! 
of the original food. Thus again 
the personal visit gives you a prac- | 
tical insight in regard to the scarce, 
normal and abundant supply of pro- | 
visions. 

The staple or nonperishable prod- 
ucts may be purchased in quantities 
that will be required for the week 
and thus eliminate the necessity of 
constantly replenishing the larder 
with foods. Care must be used in 
handling the perishable foods. Buy 
them in sufficient amounts so that 
waste will be eliminated and thus 
curtail any financial loss. 

It is desirable and most necéssary 
to prepare a menu for the entire 
week if a real successful, econom- 
ical regime is to be expected. The 
housewife should have some actual 
knowledge of foods in season and 
should not purchase foods that are 
out of season. Not only are they 
expensive but also they are imma- 
ture. and furnish less than their 
usual quota of food elements. , 

Do not make the mistake of pur- 
chasing foods because they are 
cheap or lower in price than other 
commodities if the family does not 
have a real liking for the food. It 
is the poorest kind of economy to 
buy a quarter-peck of carrots or 
parsnips if the family refuses to eat 
them. Not only is the food lost, 
but also the time and heat used for 
their preparation is wasted, Pre- 
pare the menus so that all the fam- 
ily may have their likes and dislikes 
taken care of. 

True economy in planning a menu, 
purchasing and preparing food lies 
in the fact that every portion of 
food is utilized and therefore there 
is no waste. Learn the little tricks 
in garnishing. The appearance of 
the food plays a decided part in the 
promoting of good digestion. A 
few herbs, parsley, cress or radishes 
need not add materially to the cost 
of the dish; they can easily be grown 
at home and they make for pleasing 
variety when used for garnishing 
the food.

There are today unsold around 
8,000,000 bales of last year’s cotton 
crop, which have been and are be- 
ing held for higher prices. 


Of that amount perhaps not to.

between now and the time when 
the new crop will become available. 

On this basis there will be car- 
ried over, aS a surplus, to be added 
to the 1919 crop approximately 
4,000,000 bales—by far the largest 
crop surplus on record.

With full recognition of the un- 
certain state of the highly impor- 
tant iron and steel industry, due to 
differences over the price question, 
it is, nevertheless, clear that bus- 
iness has added something to its re- 
cent recovery.

3] MISSING SOLDIERS 
BACK IN UNITED STATES 


Charleston, S. C., April 4.—Major 
Allen C. Cunningham, of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, who arr ‘ed on the 
transport Huron from 0\..seas with 
units of the 30th (Old Hickory) di- 
vision, said today that he had lo- 
cated on that steamship thirty-one 
soldiers who had previously been 
officially reported as missing in ace 
tion after the breaking of the Hin- 
denburg line in the last days of 
September. These men all belong 
to the 119th infantry, North Caro- 
lina men. 

Several of the soldiers told Ma- 
jor Cunningham tnat they were 
amazed to know that they had been 
reported as missing. Most of them 
had been in various overseas hos- 
pitals because of wounds. After 
getting his data revised Major Cun- 
ningham sent radiograms to the 
families of the soldiers through the 
headquarters of the Red Cross. 

Major Cunningham has also ob- 
tained from men on the Huron ac- 
curate information with respect to 
fifteen officers and men who were 
killed in action, but about whom au- 
thentic information has been want- 
ing. The fifteen were buried in 
Nine Elms cemetery, near Popper- 
inghe, Belgium, in the Ypres vicin- 
ity, and in Heglar’s Dump in the 
same sector. 

The names of the thirty-one miss- 
ing men, most of whom arrived on 
the Huron, are:

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
DISCUSSED BY RABBIS 


Cincinnati, Ohio, April 4.—Need of 
more religious education in syna- 
gogues and Jewish Sabbath schools 
of the United States was pointed out 
by Rabbi David Lefkowitz, of Day- 
ton, Ohio, in an address on “Re- 
ligious Education and the Future of 
American Judaism,” at the conven- 
tion of the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis here today. 

Altered conditions, due to the war, 
demand more frequent services, and 
more efficiency among instructors 
in Jewish Sabbath schools, Rabbi 
Lefkowitz stated. 

“The customary Sunday morning 
service in synagogues must be sup- 
plemented by services on Saturday 
morning and in some communities 
by midweek services, he said. These 
services also might be lengthened 
from an hour and a half. By some 
means, the nature of which can be 


‘left to the leaders of Jewish con- 


gregations the demands of Judaism 
must be placed more thoroughly be- 
fore the people.” 

“More stress must be placed on 
the efficiency of churches. They 
should know their duties thoroughly 
and it might be advisable to raise 
their salaries so as to obtain the 
best possible instruction for Jewish 
children.” 

Rabbi Lefkowitz suggested that 
more attention be given to singing 
in Sabbath schools. Great improve- 
ment in learning has been noticed 
in schools in which congregational 
singing has been introduced, he said. 

Affiliation of Jewish Sabbath 
schools throughout the United 
States, was suggested in a report 
submitted by the Jewish educa- 
tional committee. Such a unifica- 
tion would enable Sabbath schools 
to study their common needs and 
they would be in a better position 
to fill them, it was said.

CHRISTIN SCENTISTS 


APPEALING 10 COURT 


Boston, April 4.—The directors of 
the First Church of Christ, scientist, 
in their answer to the bill in equity 
brought by the trustees of the Chris- 


tian Science Publishing society last 
month, seeking to have the directors 
restrained from interfering with the 
conduct of the society by the trus- 
tees, declare that the board of dl- 
rectors at all times “in fact have 
exercised supervisory control over 
the affairs of the publishing society 
and such control has never been 
questioned by the trustees until re- 
cently.” 

The answer was filed in the state 
supreme court late today. The court 
issued a temporary injunction on 

arch 25, pending a hearing. 

he trustees are Herbert W. Eus- 
tice, of Boston; David B. Ogden, of 
Brookline, and Lamond Rowlands, 
of Picayune, Miss. The directors 
joining in the answer are Adam H. 
Dickey, James A. Neal and Edward 
A. Merritt, of Brookline: Wm. R. 
Rathvon, and Mrs. Annie M. Knott, of 
Boston. John V. Dittemore, who was 
named as a defendant, did not sign 
the answer, in which it was stated 
that on March 17 last, Dittemore 
“ceased to be a director’ and was 
succeeded by Mrs. Knott. 

Removal ef Dittemore. 


The bill of complaint said that 
the other directors had removed 
Dittemore and appointed Mrs. Knott, 
“claiming to act under authority to 
do so,” and that the plaintiffs dia 
}not know whether Dittemore or Mrs. 
Knott “is now the duly appointed 
trustee.”’ 

The answer, after enumerating the 
changes in the boavd of trustees, ap- 
pointed in 1898 by Mrs. Mary Baker 
G. Eddy, founder of the Christian 
Science movement, whereby the 
membership of the board has become 
entirely different from that origi- 
nally appointed, asserts that Row- 
lands “ceased to be a trustee” of 
March 17 last. It declares that the 
deed of trust contains no provisions 
for resignations of trustees and that 
none of the changes in trusteeship 
occurred aS a result of “any decree 
of any court,” and adds: 

“If at the instance of the plain- 
tiffs, it be held that said deed of 
trust is a complete instrument 
within itself and incapable of being 
modified or amended by the action 
of Mary Baker Eddy and the mother 
church and that the power to de- 
clare vacancies in said deed of trust 
is not vested in the Christian Science 
board of directors, then said defend- 
ants aver that none of the plaintiffs 
ever became trustees under said deed 
of trust.” 

Mrs. Eddy’s Will. 

The answer says that Mrs. Eddy 
bequeathed to the mother church 
(the First Church of Christ, Scien- 
tist, of Boston), all of the publica- 
tions of which she was the sole 
author, “in trust for the promoting 
and extending of the religion of 
Christian Science as taught by her.” 
It declares that “the intent and pur- 
pose of Mrs. Eddy in the execution 
of said trust instrument was to 
make and forever keep the Christian 
Science publishing society.

GROSS GARELESSNESS 
LAID TO ARMY DOCTORS 


Washington, Avril 4.—Charges of 
gross carelessnessand negligence in 
preventing and =-ontrolling the 
spread of typhoid and paratyphoid 
fevers in the army are made against 
medical officers serving with the 
forces overseas, in a circular pub- 
lished by the chief surgeon of the 
American expeditionary forces, and 
made public here today by the pub- 
lic health service in connection with 
a warning that vaccination does not 
give complete immunity from ty- 
phoid. 

The chief surgeon cites many in- 
stances where epidemics prevailed 
among troops, especially during the 
last offensive on the western front, 
and points out that the occurrence 
and distribution of diseases was 
constantly brought to the attention 
of the medical officers - through 
weekly bulletins. 


Anti- 


It is fully recognized, the circular 

says, that conditions brought about | 
by the mobilization of millions of 
men, and the active participation 
in the war of two million of these 
have at times rendered sanitary 
control extremely difficult, especial- 
ly during the stress of active com- 
bat. The high standards of sanita- 
tion and personal hygiene set by 
the army medica: department dur- 
ing the previous decade, it adds, 
were not lived up to during the past 
year and a half, due to a combina- 
tion of factors the more important 
of which was the lack of facilities 
and material transportation diffi- 
culties and insufficient training and 
personnel. 
.In a brief review of the occur- 
rence of typhoid and paratyphoid 
fevers in the expeditionary forces, 
the chief surgeon says that until 
June, 1918, few cases occurred, and 
the rate was within the expected 
limits. From then on, however, it 
appears the disease spread through 
many units. 

During the Chateau Thierry of- 
fensive, the circular discloses, ap- 
proximately 75 per cent of the 
troops engaged were afflicted with 
diarrheal diseases, such as si le 
diarrhea, bacillarre dysentery, ty- 
phoid and paratyphoid. 

“The high incidence of intestinal] 
diseases in this sector,’ the chief 
surgeon says, “was due to entire 
disregard. of the rules of sanita- 


dysentery and typhoid-pa- 
ratyphoid fevers were demonstrated 
to have prevailed to some extent 
after the St. Mihiel offensive, but 
the epidemics of pneumonia and in- 
fluenza prevailing at that time over- 
shadowed all other medical admis- 
sions, 


UFFIGERS TO Be HELD 
IN TEMPORARY NAVY 


Washington, April 4.—Because ot 
the failure of congress to enact the 
naval appropriation bill with its 
provision for an incrtased naval per- 
sonnel, practically all members of 
the naval reserve force on active 
duty must be released immediately 
upon the declaration of peace. 

In making this announcement to- 
day the navy department said that 
because of this fact and of the great 
need of officers due both to continu- 


ing activities of the navy and the 
Shortage of regular officers, it 
would be inadvisable generally to 
accept the resignation of officers of 
the temporary na’y. 

Officcrs Want Release. 


Many of these officers have asked 
to be relieved from duty so as to 
return to civil life, but attention was 
called by the department to the fact 
they are under obligation to perform 
active duty with the navy for a pe- 
riod of not later than six months 
after the termination of the war. It 
was announced, however, that res- 
ignations of such officers would be! 
accepted as additional officers were 
made or appointed in the temporary 
or permanent naval force. 

“Our troops abroad must be 
brought home,” said the depart- 
ment’s announcement, “and they 
must be fed and provided for ‘over 
there’ before they come home. Our 
associates in the war still require 
food and provisions. To do this work 
the navy today is operating 110 
transports and 210 cargo carriers. 


The temporary officers of the navy 
are*making this*work possible be- | 
cause the department can count 
upon holding them for six months 
after peace is signed. 

“The regular navy is busy keep- 
ing the fighting forces on edge, the 
reservists are going out fast and 
will be obliged to go as soon as! 
peace is signed, which will leave the 
bulk of the temporary officers avail- 
able and necessary to transport and 
provision our troops ‘over there.’ 
Adjustments in personnel are rapid- 
ly being made with this end in 
view.” 

No Authority to Hold Rescrve. 

Through the failure of the naval 
bill with its M@§fhorization for re- 
tention of 10 per cent of the reserve 
force until January 1, 1920, and 5 
per cent until July 1, 1920, there is 
no authority under existing law for 


val reserve force, even with their 
consent, on active duty after the 
national emergency is declared to be 
at an end. 

“In view of the imminent signing 
of the treaty,” said the statement, 
“it has become necessary to release 
all reserve officers whose services 
can be spared: The general reduc- 
tion in the officer personnel of the 
naval reserve force has made it nec- 
essary to retain the services of of- 
ficerg of the temporary navy. As 
such officers are detached from va- 
rious stations both abroad and at 


home and from ships afloat they are 
sent to appropriate centers for fur- 


in from time to ¢ime to replace re- 
servists who have been 
from active duty.” 


MAN IS SENT TO JAIL 
TO ESCAPE GANGSTERS 


New York, April 4.—To protect 
him from attack by gangstérs, Chief 
City Magistrate William McAdoo to- 
day committed Rubin Whitman, a 
22-year-old candy salesman, to the 
house of detention pending his ap- 
pearance in court to testify against 
six alleged hold-up men chafged 


with assaulting and robbing him. 


Whitman gave vigorous assent to 
the proposed action when asked if 
he was willing to be incarcerated 
voluntarily for “safe keeping.” 

‘You no doubt will be approached 
by a man who will try to buy you 
off, restore your property, and if 
you refuse will threaten to beat you 
and kill you,” said Magistrate Mc- 
Adoo.

WHEN HOPE FLED 
FROM GERMANS 


LudendorffSays Tide Was 
Turned by Franco-Brit- 
ish Blow on August 8 
Near Albert and North 
of Montdidier--He Urged 
Peace. 


Berlin, April 4.—One of the Berlin 
newspapers today prints extracts 
from the forthcoming book written 
by General Ludendorff, former first 
quartermaster general of the Ger- 
man army. 

General Ludendorff says the de- 
feat of the Germans on August 8, 
(in the Franco-British offensive 
near Albert and north of Montdidier) 
finally resulted in the Germans los- 
ing hope of a military victory. Con- 
ferences were held with Chancellor 
von Hertling, Admiral von Hintze, 
the foreign minister, and Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg on August 14, 
15 and 16, and there also was a 
meeting of the crown council “at 
which I clearly stated that the war 
could no Jonger be won militarily,” 
said Ludendorff. 

At the beginning of September the 
supreme army command again in- 
vited Von Hertling and Von Hintze 
to Spa, Ludendorff adds. Van Hert- 
ling excused himself from attending 
on account of his advanced age. 
In these discussions the situation on 
the western front was again de- 
picted as very grave, according to 
Ludendorff. 

Ludendorff for Peace Step. 

“I opposed Baron Burian’s step 
for peace on account of its vague- 
ness, but favored an immediate 
peace step in some other form,” Lu- 
dendorff says. (Burian’ was the 
Austro-Hungarian foreign minister 
and constantly was sending out 
peace feelers.) 

“The supreme command,” Luden- 
dorff continues, “had an idea of 
mediation by Holland. On Septem- 
ber 8 renewed discussions between 
Von Hintze, Von Hindenburg and 
myself were followed by a report 
to the kaiser. Von Hintze was the 
first to allude to a change on in- 
ternal grounds. 

“I then spoke as follows: ‘We 
must now act energetically on the 
armistice and peace questions. The 
entire situation in Europe may un- 
dergo a change to our advantage. 
The western front may at any time 
have to withdraw further, and the 
worse our military situation be- 


comes the harder will be the condi- 
tions.’ 

“On the arrival of President Wil- 
son’s note I came to Berlin and 
submitted the following questions 
to Von Hertling: ‘Firstly: Is the 
German people willing to fight on? 
Secondly: What is the German gov- 
ernment’s estimate of the Bolshevik 
danger, which I take very serious- 
ly? Thirdly: Is the Ukraine nec- 
essary for our provisioning?’ 
Alleges Wilson Had Lest Power. 

“The second note to President 
Wilson was also sent in agreement 
with the supreme army command. 
The answer to it clearly showed 
that President Wilson no longer had 
the power to oppose the entente’s 
demands. For the reply to the note 
the chancellor again invited me to 
Berlin, 

“The military situation was un- 
changed. In the west, however, 
there was a consolidation, and this 
circumstance, in conjunction with 
the declaration made by the war 
minister within a measureable pe- 
riod to give the supreme command 
600,000 men, made the situation ap- 
pear such that we need not sur-¢ 
render unconditionally to President 
Wilson. 

“I emphasized the necessity of re- 
plying to the note in a dignified 
tone, with due regard to the em- 
pire’s interests. An abandonment 
of the U-boat war could not be con- 
sidered. Admiral Scheer (former 
chief of the German admiralty 
staff) spoke in the same sense. This 
conception also continued to be held 
for some days in the War cabinet. 
Dr. Solf (former foreign minister), 
however, requested Count Wolff- 
Metternich gnd others to create a 
more yielding atmosphere. Success 
fell to Solf. The U-boat war ceased 
alwd the path to capitulation was 
trodden. Von Hindenburg imme- 
diately protested against this and 
proposed an appeal to the nation. 

“It was clear from President Wil- 
son's third answer that our op- 
ponents wanted to destroy us. Von 
Hindenburg and myself had no 
doubt that if we must fight we 
could still continue the war for 
some months.‘ 


Kaiser Not Willing to Fight. 


“The utmost exertion of strength 
might, perhaps, have had a sober- 
ing effect on the enemy peoples and 
brought us a bearable peace. On Oc- 
tober 25 Von Hindenburg and I sub- 
mitted this idea to the Kaiser and 
later to Vice Chancellor von Payer, 
We gained the impression that the 
imperal government no longer was 
willing to fight, but was ready to 
accept the hardest conditions. 

‘On the 26th I wrote my resigna- 
tion, but at Von Hindenburg’s re- 
quest I did not dispatch it. Immedli- 
ately afterwards I learned that the 
supreme command had been vio- 
lently attacked in the reichstag on 
account of its order relative to the 
third Wilson note. This order had 
been rejected by me with the in- 
junction, ‘Let the matter become 
clear.’ Only as the result of clum- 
siness did the order get placed be- 
fore Von Hindenburg and then it 
went out without my knowledge.” 


Virginia was the only American 
colony which ever received British 
convicts, and very few were sent 
there.

When he 
had suffictently advanced he was 
immediately sent to the front and 
during the war passed most of the 
time near Souchez, where shells fell 
with constant regularity. He is at 
present in fine health and tuned to 
continue the campaign, should oc- 
casion demand it. 

“Monsieur Clemenceau is not, as 
stated by Mr. Lloyd-George, “the 
grand young man of France,” says 
La Liberte. “This title belongs, in- 
contestably, to Lieutenant Surugue. 
Our premier can grant it to him; 
there is, indeed, enough of most glo- 
rious honor for him.” 


Took Part in Schemes 
To Secure Insurance 
On People About to Die 


Meridian, Miss., April 4.—Captain 
Guy Jack, of Scooba, Miss., on trial 
here today charged with criminal li- 
bel in connection with the publica- 
tion of his book, “Guy Jack’s Icon- 
oclast,” dealing with alleged crim- 
inal acts committed years ago in 
connection with the Kemper coun- 
ty insurance frauds, admitted that 
he participated then in schemes to 


secure insurance money on lives of 
“neople who were not éxpected to 
live long.” Captain Jack said he 
omitted much about himself in*his 
book in connection with the insur- 
ance cases because he “believed if 
he said too much of his own par- 
ticipation people would remark 
‘that no sane man would expose his 
own acts in that way.’”’ 

The witness aiso testified that in 
a book he wrote years ago but 
which he later destroyed, he in- 
cluded a delineation of his own acts 
in connection with the insurance 
frauds. 

Of one case of fraud which he 
admitted participating in, Captain 
Jack said: “A test was made of 
the man’s physical condition. When 
it was found that the man was a 
consumptive, I took out five thou- 
sand dollars on his life.” 

The state rested its case late yes- 
terday following the testimony of 
Judge Robert F. Cochran, of Kemper 
county, who, it is alleged, was ac- 
cused in Captain Jack’s book of be- 
ing “a bribe taker and bribe giver,” 
in connection with the Kemper coun- 
ty insurance frauds. 

“Any insinuation that I did any- 
thing dishonorable or did anything 
wrongfully is an infamous lie,” he 
testified. 

Captain Jack will be examined 
again tomorrow, counsel for the de- 
fense declared.

Washington, April 4—The war 
risk board now is issuing checks for 
allotments, allowances, insurance 
and compensation in the same 
months that they fall due. An- 
nouncement was made today that 
1,062,566 checks were mailed in 
March, representing a total of 
$39,148,323.05. Since the bureau's 
establishment, nearly $419,000,000 
has been paid out. 

Mechanical devices, by which 20 
checks are signed with an actual 
pen signature at one time, have been 
installed to assist in handling the 
enormous volume of business trans- 
acted by the bureau.
